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Rabbi H. J. Schachtel Quits Council: 
Hits Anti-Zionist Foes of UJA Again 


HOUSTON, Tex.—Rabbi Hyman J. Schachtel, who rocked the anti-Zionist American Council of Ju- 
daism a year ago with a blunt repudiation of its stand of neutrality on contributing to the United 
Jewish Appeal, disclosed this week, in a repeat performance, that he had resigned from the Council 


jast Nov. 29. 


The spiritual leader of Temple Beth Israel here, then a prominent anti-Zionist and member of 


the board of the Council, bit- 


terly denounced the Council and 
subsequently took an active part 
jn the 1948 campaign but with- 
out dropping his membership in 
the anti-Zionist group. 

Rabbi Schachtel took up cud- 
gels against all American Jews 
who “for what seem to them to 
pe cogent reasons, either do not 
wish to contribute at all to the 
United Jewish Appeal, or would 
jimit their contributions to a 
mere token gift.” 

Answers Council Charges 

His criticism of such Jews was 
not directed this year, as it was 
jast, at the Council, for two rea- 
sons. The Council, since estab- 
lishment of the Jewish State, 
has taken the position that it is 
not opposed to Israel. Second, 
the Council has taken no formal 
stand on the UJA drive this 
year. 

But Rabbi Schachtel made it 
clear that he regarded the Coun- 
dl as a center of opposition to 
UJA contributions by dealing 
directly with some Council 
charges against Zionism, in 
connection with his criticism of 
non-givers. 

One of the charges, basic to 
€ouncil ideology, is the fear that 
Zionism has focussed attention 
on American Jews as Jews and 
thus allegedly has created the 
threat of more anti-Semitism. 
Another, which Council speakers 
have developed since establish- 
ment of Israel, is that Zionists 


now are seeking to “Zionize” 
American Jews. 
Recants Own Stand 


Rabbi Schachtel took up the 
first issue by a frank admission 
that he was one of those U. S. 
Jews who “believed that a State 
established by the Jews in Pal- 
estine would add to anti-Semitism 
in this country, would open up 
opportunities for those who 
hated Jews to weaken the position 
of the Jewish community in the 
United States.” 

Since then some 10 months 
have passed, the Houston rabbi 
noted, and asked “what are the 
facts since the establishment of 
the State of Israel?” 

“The facts are that the very 
opposite has happened,” he as- 
serted. “The name Jew is now as- 
sociated with courage, stamina, 
heroism, fighting power—the an- 
tiSemites have been _ con- 
founded.”

Rabbi Schachtel commented 
with bitterness on the fact that 
the bravery of American Jewish 
soldiers in World War II had ut- 
terly failed to stop anti-Semitic 
slanders about Jewish cowardice.

In contrast, Rabbi Schachtel 
reported an experience recently,

who did not know who I was, 
I said to him, as we drove out 
to the airport limousine, ‘Tell 
me, what do you think of the 
Israeli over there in Palestine?’

You have to 
take off your hat to people with 
such courage who can fight like 
furies.’ 

The rabbi commented that

feated by the courage of the 
Israli. Whatever stigma the 
anti-Semite has tried to put 
upon the Jew, the stigma of 
avoiding battle has now been 
erased. It has been washed 
away by the blood of the 
Jewish heroes on the borders 
of Israel and in the siege of

WASHINGTON—Five hundred pounds of matzohs are causing

He quoted the 
local port authority as saying, 
“No, it must be piled up until 
it spoils or at least until after 
the Jewish holiday is over.” 

A State Department spokes- 
man noted that the United States 
has had a number of reports 
of trouble with port authorities 
in Morocco but that withholding 
of the Passover matzohs is the 
first specific case brought to its 
attention. 

Earlier, the Senate rejected, 
45 to 33, an amendment to E.C.A. 
legislation proposed by Sen. Mc- 
Carthy to curb discrimination in 
French Morocco against Jewish 
and Moslem religious groups and 
American businessmen. McCarthy 
said that former Vichy French 
officials were discriminating in 
handling distribution of E.C.A. 
shipments.

TRO OKs $9,000,000

WASHINGTON—(JTA) — The 
drive of U. S. Jewish’ groups to 
secure allocation of -IRO funds 
for transfer of DPs to Israel won 
a victory with announcement at 
Geneva of a budget allocation of 
$9,000,000 this week by the gen- 
eral council of the International 
Refugee Organization, it was 
learned here. Of the $9,000,000, 
$4,000,000 was previously voted 
by the Council. The Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee and other 
Jewish organizations have been 
pressing for IRO payment of 
travel costs for Jewish refugees 
bound for Israel. 





Tent Camps Built 


In Israel For DPs 

JERUSALEM — (JTA)—The 
Jewish Agency’s immigration 
department announced _ this 
week that it is beginning immed- 
iately the establishment of tent 
camps in and around Israeli 
towns .and villages to accom- 
modate some 40,000 newly-ar- 
rived Jewish immigrants.

I Think As I Please 





ALL-DAY SCHOOL IS ONLY ANSWER 
SAYS PARENT WHOSE CHILD ATTENDS 


By CARL ALPERT 

HE other day I picked up a batch of editorial clippings and 

reread the pros and cons of the controversy on Jewish day 
schools which from time to time agitates this American Jewish 
community. My collection of polemics dates over a period of sever+ 
al years, and I was familiar with all the argu- wo * 
ments. Yet this time, as the father of a child who 
has for more than half a year been attending a 
Jewish day school, my interest was no longer & 
academic. 

I had been—and remain—open-minded on the 3 
subject. I can understand the points of view of 
both those who favor and those who oppose this : 
institution. And I am beginning to realize that ° 
the point of view depends on the primary moti- | 
vation. It all depends on what folks consider 
Jewish education and how much they expect from Jewish life. 





THE GREAT FEAR of the = of parochialism in Jew 
ish education is that it will lead to segregation and ghettoization. 
In the midst of large Jewish population centers like Brooklyn, or 
the Bronx, there can be little grounds for such fears, for Jews are 
already effectively physically segregated from non-Jewish Ameri- 
cans, not only during school hours, but on a 24-hour basis. What 
of the smaller eommunities, where American children of diverse 
faiths and national origins and color mingle in the playgrounds and 
in the classroom? 

I have observed that it is the tendency of the Jewish child 
in any event to gravitate toward fellow Jews, and to limit 
social contacts with non-Jews. Where such is not the case, how 
often have parents been heard to complain that they wished 
their sons, or daughters, would play with Jewish companions? 

Attendance at a Jewish day school need not inhibit friendship 
with non-Jews, however, as some fear. When our six-year-old 
Yammy gets home from the Yavneh Yeshiva in Elizabeth, she 
plays with the neighbors in normal fashion. Little Wendy, from 
up the other end of the block, spends so much time on our living 
room floor, listening to our collection of Jewish records for chil- 
dren, that she probably surprises her Scandinavian parents with her 
knowledge of Jewish holiday songs. 

Surely this is in the American tradition, of which we hear so 
much, 


x 

I MUST CONFESS, HOWEVER, that to me the most com- 
pelling factor in favor of the Jewish all-day school is the practical 
one of economy of time. If I want my child to have a Jewish 
education, she must attend a Jewish school. If this education is 
to be given after normal public schools hours, then it means an 
end to play time, to freedom, to happy days. Off to school in the 
morning—back in mid-afternoon for a hasty glass of milk—then 
off to Hebrew school—and home again for supper as it grows dark. 

t was this sort of a schedule which robbed us of our freedom and 
our recreation in order to give us Jewish education, which embit- 
tered so many of our second American generation against the sys- 
tem. 

None of that for my children. Certainly no one has yet claimed 
that the accelerated program of Jewish and secular education joint- 
ly in the day school is on an inferior academic level. Maybe there 
are statistics to prove that the products of these schools are edu- 
cationally further advanced than the graduates of public schools, 
But I’m not going to be chauvinistic about it. It is sufficient that 
the record be average. But when my youngsters come home at a 
decent hour they know that the rest of the day is their own. These 
are practical considerations which have nothing to do with motiva- 
tion or religion, or intensity—but for me they are sufficient. 

On the other hand, you will recall, the basic requirement was 
that I want my child to have a Jewish education, and I dont mean 
the superficial smattering which is picked up in Sunday school. 
The all-day school is the answer fer those parents who want to 
give their children a genuine education. But for those who are 
satisfied with Sunday school it will never do. It is too rich a 
diet. 

In short, the parochial school is not for everybody, and the 
fearful and timorous parents who talk about ghettoization should 
be reassured that there is no intention of compelling them or their 
children to be any more Jewish than they wish. For the others, 
however, and I would like to think of them as of the Jewishly in- 
tellectually elite, the day school appears to be the pedagogically, 
psychologically sound and practical solution.

I’ YOU WERE ASKED to reduce Judaism to its barest minimum 





essentials, which three basic laws would you choose? 

In “History of the Jews,” by Dr. Solomon Grayzel, we find 
a decision teached 1,800 years ago in the second century by. the 
religious leaders of the time. After the fall of the Temple, the 
Jews could no longer resist the Romans but many 
preferred martrydom rather than obey Rome’s Jaws. 

To prevent the destruction of the entire popu- 
Jation of Palestine, three fundamental rules were 
set forth which the sages regarded as so funda- 
mental that death was to be considered preferable 
to their transgression. 

They were: the worship of idols; adultery; and 
the shedding of innocent blood. 

The religious leaders also discussed another 
question: Which, they wanted to know, was more 
important, study or observance? Their decision—study, 


“since 
knowledge of the Torah is bound to lead to obedience of its wise 
Jaws whereas observance without intelligent understanding of the 
packground offers little hope for the future.” 

The decision of the sages has held up well with the years.

I tested “The Little Tractor Who Traveled to Israel” (by Eve- 
lyn L. Greenberg, Behrman House) for our four and their reaction 
was indeed positive.

The story is well told, cheerful 
and brisk, and in simple language which they could grasp. 

Starting with “The Little Tractor” Behrman House plans a 
new series of picture books for children. According to the book 
jacket, “five leading educators will offer guidance in preparing 
modern, meaningful and exciting stories . .. these reasonably 
priced volumes (“The Little Tractor is $1) will be distinguished 
for their literary and artistic excellence.” They are off to a 
good start. 

Author Evelyn Greenberg insists that the book grew out of her 
son’s rainy day demands for “just one more story.” She is the 
wife of Rabbi Meyer Greenberg, University of Maryland Hillel 
director, and is herself in the English department of the university. 

The artist, Israel Levy, creates a set of striking and bold il- 
lustrations for the text. 

“Children’s Services for Sabbath and Holidays” is published by 
the Euclid Avenue Temple in Cleveland. This prayerbook is, to our 
knowledge, the first of its kind to be published. 

Although only recently put into book form, these Services were 
developed over 20 years at the Euclid Avenue Temple. They are 
designed for holidays in both the American and Jewish calendars, 
and include services devoted to religious and democratic ideals. 

Libbie L. Braverman, education director of the Temple, and 
Nathan Brilliant, director of the Cleveland Bureau of Jewish 
Education, developed and prepared the material which of course 
is based on the adult liturgy plus Religious school themes. 

“ABC Stories for Jewish Children,” by Daisy P. Aronoff, Bloch 
Publishing Co., is an attractive educational book for youngsters 
which uses the well-known technique of selecting a word starting 
with each letter of the alphabet and elaborating on it—-such as 
“B” is for Bible, “C” is for Chanukah, “M” is for Moses and so on.

We 
round out this year’s Passover suggestions with a group of 
cheese dishes good enough to eat all year around. 
CHEESE PANCAKES 
1g pound cottage cheese 45 cup matzo meal 
4 eggs, well beaten % tsp. pepper 
1 tsp. butter 2 tsp. sugar, 
if desired 
Mix cheese with eggs stir other ingredients in slowly. Fry in a lib 
eral amount of butter until light brown on both sides. Sprinkle 
with powdered sugar and cinnamon, if desired, and serve hot. 


CHEESE PIE 
% cup butter 13 cup chopped walnuts 
% cup sugar pinch of pepper 
3 eggs, separated % tsp. cinnamon 
i Ib. cottage cheese 1 cup sweet cream 
juice of % lemon 4 matzos 


1 tbsp. potato flour 

Cream butter and sugar, add egg yolks, cheese, lemon juice, potato 
flour, walnuts, pepper and cinnamon. Mix. well. Add cream. Beat 
egg whites stiff, and fold into mixture. Soak matzos in salted water 
until soft. Drain matzos over a strainer, without squeezing. Line 
a buttered cake pan with a layer of soaked matzos, cutting some 
of them if necessary so that they fit bottom of pan and cover it 
completely. Spread the cheese mixture over the matzos and bake 
at 325 degrees for 45 minutes. 


CHEESE PUDDING 
2 large onions grated 5 matzos

Fry the onions in the butter until brown. Crumble the matzos, soak 
in cold water 2 minutes. drain, and press out well.

AT THE United Jewish Appeal 
conference in Atlantic City in 
January, Boston’s Fred Monos- 
son walked me over to Dewey 
Stone, whom he said he was go- 
ing to propose for the presidency 
of the Zionist Organization of 
America. Although Monosson 
said he’d push him regardless, 
Dewey said he wouldn’t have any 
part of the office, and although 
I made a note to comment on 
Monosson’s one-man campaign 
for Dewey, I never did _ get 
around to it. 

Now Dewey’s candidacy seems 
to be official. While I’m writing 
this (Sunday) the New England 
Zionist Region, the second larg- 
est in the U. S., is supposed to be 
endorsing him to succeed Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann as ZOA presi- 
dent. The play will then go to 
the nominating convention of the 
Committee for Progressive Zion- 
ism, which will nominate Dewey 
and the campaign will then be on 
the basis that Dewey is accept- 
able to both sides in the split 
ZOA. 

If all these plans eventuate, 
then the line-up will be Frisch 
versus Stone at the convention 
next month. Will the Neumann 
group which has been hostile to 
Frisch’s candidacy thus far, 
throw its strength to the Stone 
backers, or will it finally as the 
news story in last week’s Post 
seemed to indicate, hop onto the 
Frisch bandwagon?

AN ARTICLE in the current 
number of the National Jewish 
Monthly on Los Angeles’ Uni- 
versity of Judaism, reminds me 
that I spent quite a bit of time 
there, going through the newly- 
established school (1947) with its 
director, Rabbi Jacob Pressman. 
The place already is bulging at 
the corridors (600 enrollment) 
although its present building was 
only opened last fall, and when I 
was there, Corinne Chochem, the 
famous Jewish danseuse, was 
leading a class in Jewish dances 
almost in the foyer. The other 
rooms were filled with classes 
too, two of them with Jewish 
matrons studying Hebrew. I 
don’t know what it was, but I got 
a funny feeling in the Hebrew 
class, as if something strange 
was going on. Outside was bus- 
tling Hollywood and. strident 
America, but here in this oasis 
were women studying Hebrew. I 
can’t explain that feeling now. 

The dancing, that was some- 
thing else again. It was rich in 
Jewish lore and tradition, and 
when we barged in, Miss Cho- 
chem was teaching the Chassidic 
dances. She told why there was 
almost no leg movement and 
right away you got as concrete 
a picture of Chassidic habits as 
reading ten text books would 
give you. 

Because the Chassidic follow- 
ers motioned with their bodies 
while they were seated around 
the tables in their crowded S'tie- 
bels (prayer rooms) all the 
movement was in the upper body 
only. That the ecstatic motions 
were full of reaching for God 
and complete identification with 
Him, was obvious from Miss Cho- 
chem’s authentic dancing. 

In another room, many Los 
Angeles rabbis were studying, 
going back to school as it were, 





and if you ask me, this kind of 
mental stimulation is one of the 
most valuable contributions the 
school could make. Except for 
the larger Jewish centers, most 
rabbis have very little stimula- 
tion, opportunity or even time for 
study, so that any systematic 
course of study under Jewish 
scholars, is a real contribution. 
oo * aa 

I GUESS I ought to be done 
with my jaunt west by this time 
so with only another reference 
or two I’ll conclude. The first is 
Rabbi Nussbaum’s idea of some 
sort of communal system in the 
U. S. on the order of that in the 
Berlin Kehillah. There the ke- 
hillah (community) employed all 
the rabbis; the congregations 
each had their own board which 
looked after the affairs of the 
congregation, but the rabbis were 
assigned to the congregations for 
preaching, and in rotation. In 
this way, Rabbi Nussbaum went 
the rounds of all the liberal con- 
gregations, appearing at each 
one in turn. 

The other values from this sys- 
‘tem were important. The rabbi 
was released from those duties 
which fall under the heading of 
organizational work, and was 
thus enabled to study and to 
write, which are the reasons why 
he is a rabbi. These “organiza- 
tional” duties were performed by 
the kehillah, which kept all the 
vital statistics for the commu- 
nity, arranged all the weddings 
and other religious ceremonies, 
took care of the physical proper- 
ty (temples, etc., which belonged 
to the community although run 
by individual boards) and gen- 
erally provided for the operation 
in any well-run community. 

The advantages of this kind of 
system are obvious. The same 
kehillah employed the rabbis 
also for the Orthodox too. Every 
Jew was a member of the kehil- 
lah. In Germany this was the 
law. Some adaptations to Amer- 
ican environment of the benefits 
of the kehillah system, it seems 
to me, should be valuable. Our 
present system—which is nothing 
more or less than the laissez- 
faire system of economics ap- 
plied to the spiritual realm— 
makes the rabbi almost anything 
but a spiritual leader. 

. a + 

IN SAN FRANCISCO I got 
such a warm reception from the 
rabbis that I hesitate to use 
names for fear of offending. The 
Rabbinical Association received 
me and called a luncheon for me, 
and I had quite a few chats with 
Rabbi Alvin Fine (we were at the 
same hotel), whom I’m sure 
you'll be glad to hear has made 
a real impact on the community. 
Even the older rabbis have re- 
ceived Rabbi Fine with open 
arms.

Should End Taking Jewish Quarrels To Public Press 


VEN warfare has its rules; and it would 

seem to The Post that it is about time 

that Jewish organizations adopt a set of rules 

along the lines of the Geneva convention, which 

was supposed to govern warfare between na- 
tions. 

The rule The Post feels is so essential at this 
time would apply to Jewish organization in- 
volved in a dispute with other Jewish organiza- 
tions. Neither side should resort to non-Jewish 
speakers and the general press. 

The American Jewish Congress is currently 
on the carpet before the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council on charges pre- 
ferred by the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith and The American Jewish Committee. 

The Post carried the story of these charges 
and the hearing, and the altercation was kept 
within the Jewish community. 

The fight in and on Zionism however, finds 
its lurid details escaping into the general 
press. 

The American Council for Judaism’s forth- 
coming convention program will be graced by 
non-Jewish speakers, and their attacks and 
fears voiced at the convention will be reported 
in the daily press through the press depart- 
ment of the Council. That is if past perform- 
ance is repeated. 

The Council up to this point could always 


legitimately point out that it had no way of 
reaching the Jewish public except through the 
daily press, not alone because the Anglo-Jewisk 
press was shut off to it by a senseless censon 
ship, but because most Jewish people did not 
read the Anglo-Jewish press. 

The latter point is still true, unfortunately, 
but the first is not and need not operate any 
longer. The Council’s activities, despite the 
.viewpoint of the paper as expressed on the 
editorial page, should be given adequate cow 
erage, 

The Council, in return, should limit its presg 
activities to the Anglo-Jewish -press. It would 
be unfortunate if unfounded charges such ag 
those made by Carroll Binder at last year’s St, 
Louis convention of the Council found their 
way again into the public press. 

There must be some way in which this ap 
rangement could be effected. 

Perhaps an agreement could be reached be 
tween the Council and the American Associa 
tion of English Jewish Publishers. Maybe the 
NCRAC will take a hand in this type of agree. 
ment. In any event it would be an arrangement 
well worth trying. Only the Jewish group is 
involved in these internal conflicts, and most 
certainly the Council is just as concerned if not 
more so with the security of the Jewish group 
in the U. S. as any other group of Jews. 


Rebuild Germany If Necessary, But Oust The Nazis! 


HE decision by the organized Jewish civic 

defense groups, acting in concert in the 
National Community Relations Advisory Coun- 
cil, te protest the United States Military Gov- 
ernment German Exhibition which opened Sat- 
urday in New York is a splendid example of 
what can be done by Jewish groups willing to 
act together. 

Whether the action in this specific instance 
will achieve anything is not the only important 
result of this meeting of minds of the men who 
are entrusted with making decisions for the 
Jewish communities in this vital area of Amer- 
ican Jewish life. 

The decision was a courageous one. The pol- 
icy-makers of the U. S. Government stood be- 
hind the German Exhibition, and their reasons 
are valid enough from the standpoint of the 
immediate present. Germany is costing the 
U. S. hundreds of millions of dollars; German 
recovery is essential to the success of the Mar- 
shall Plan, and in case of war with Russia, the 
support of Western Germany is vital. 

Against this array of state reasons, there 
rests the side of democracy and justice. 

Is Germany to be rebuilt, Nazi temperament 
and all? 


With anti-Semitism rife in Germany, will not 
a rehabilitated Germany become another ex 
porter of Anti-Semitism? 

Is not this smiling on German industrialists, 
many of whom aided Hitler, enough to cause 
even the anti-Nazis in Germany to wonder 
which path to follow? 

The position of the Jewish group was a diff- 
cult one to take. Germans have shown only 
little indication that they regret the slaughter 
of six million Jews, the suppression of all free 
dom and any kind. 

The job of indoctrinating the Germans with 
democracy has either been a failure or is pro- 
ceeding too slowly. Yet the job of rebuilding 
Germany proceeds apace. 

There is the problem. The Jewish group had 
two decisions to make. The first was in connec 
tion with maintaining a silence in a difficult 
position, The second was to protest as a group 
speaking in the name of the Jewish community, 
More decisions of this kind by Jewish organiza 
tions will be received with great respect from 
the Jewish community, which will not be slow 
to understand that it is being served ably and 
well, if not in all directions, certainly in this 
particular one, 


The JWV Need Apologize To No One 


HE recent closed meeting at which the Jew- 
ish War Veterans of America called in 
Jewish leaders to discuss a new orientation of 
JWV work now that Israel has been established 
is another of those healthy signs of maturity in 
the American Jewish community. 

The JWV legitimately wanted to find unfilled 
areas for work in the Jewish community in 
which it might operate fruitfully. 

As discussants at this closed meeting, which 
included men like Governor Lehman (JDC), 
Frank Weil (JWB) and Lester Engel (AJCom- 
mittee), pointed out such fields as civic defense 
and work for Israel already were under control 
of groups identified with them for a period of 
years and for the JWV to attempt to enter into 
competition with these organizations would be 
wasteful and ineffective. 

In the work with veterans, the JWV is the 
first Jewish organization. Although this is a 
limited field, it is not an unimportant one, and 
the JWV has a real job to perform there. In 
addition to this work, the JWV can be and has 


been a very valuable arm when called upon by 
other national Jewish organizations to assist in 
various efforts of importance to the U. S. Jew- 
ish community. 

It is true that in perferming this service, the 
assistance of the JWV is usually ignored when 
the press releases are handed out; yet the work 
of the JWV has been such that no one would be 
likely at this point to accuse it of emphasizing 
its publicity department out of all proportion. 

The JWV is a reliable, effective, hard-working 
Jewish agency. If the JWV cannot be the 
American Jewish Congress or the B'nai B'rith, 
does that detract in any way from the JWV? 

Of course not. 

The JWV has come a long way in the past 
ten years. This paper can remember when JWV 
Posts were discouraged by the then so-called 
local Jewish leadership. (Why should Jews or- 
ganize as veterans; let them join the American 
Legion, etc.) The JWV need apologize to no 
Jewish organization today; its record is as good 
if not better than any. 


The Indianapolis Star Is Outraged 


HE INDIANAPOLIS STAR is outraged 
T because Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
of England was subjected to the humiliation 
of a tomato barrage in New York. 

But the STAR doesn’t like Bevin either. 
More than a year ago, the STAR’s publisher, 
Eugene Pulliam, predicted revolutién in Eng- 
land within a year unless the socialist policies 
of the Government were changed. Mr. Pul- 
liam was in Palestine for a few days several 
years ago.

BERLIN RABBI SAYS DID NOT ASSAIL 
JEWS IN OLIVER TWIST PROTEST 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Due to a great deal of travel- 
ing I have done recently in Is- 
rael and Great Britain, it is only 
now that I have received a copy 
of the March 4 issue of The Na- 
tional Jewish Post. 

In Rabbi Silver’s Digest of the 
Yiddish Press, I find a news item 
concerning the Berlin Jewish 
community and myself which is 
so preposterously false that I 
fee] induced to break a personal 
tradition of never trying to cor- 
rect distorted newspaper reports. 

I should like it Known that, 
contrary to Rabbi Silver’s “spe- 
cial cable,” I never apologized to 
the owner of “Die Kurbel” for 
the demonstrations which took 
place in front of this cinema in 
protest against the performance 
of the British film, “Oliver 
Twist.” Also, contrary to his 
“dispatch” neither I nor any 
other authorized Jewish official 
in Berlin made any distinction 
between Polish and German Jews 
who reside in Berlin. On the 
contrary, everyone emphatically 
affirmed that the Jewish commu- 
nity as a whole, regardless of 
political, religious or geograph- 
ical distinctions, opposed the pub- 
lic showing of what, under Ger- 
man conditions, must be a stimu- 
lus to anti-Semitism. 

Contrary to Rabbi Silver’s 
statements, I have not returned 
to Germany from what he calls 
“an American visit,” but I am an 
American and a member of the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis.

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Leading Jewish Groups Ask U.S. 
To Cancel German Industry Fair

EW YORK—After lengthy private debate, six national Jew. 


ish organizations called on the United States Government to Can: 
cel the German Industries fair which opened this week with an 
incident and some picketing. 

The six groups were the American Jewish Committee, the 
American Jewish Congress, the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B'rith, the Jewish Labor Committee, the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations (Reform) and 27 Jewish Community Councils. 

An unidentified youth tossed a swastika flag over a balcony 
at a preview of the fair Friday. He escaped before he could be 
seized by private police hired by the exhibition officials who said 
they had been warned of possible sabotage by left-wing groups. 

James H. Sheldon, admininstrative chairman of the Non- 
Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, which has assailed the exhibit 
as dominated by former Nazis, had a complaint against the 
left-wing Joint Committee to Combat Anti-Semitism. 

He said that a large part of the League’s material criticizing 
the fair had been “lifted” by the Joint Committee, a defense agency 
of the pro-Communist Jewish People’s Fraternal Order and Ameri. 
can Jewish- Labor Council. 

The Joint Committee sponsored five pickets who appeared out. 
side of the Museum of Science and Industry where the exhibit is 
being staged. They were joined by 13 more pickets, all of whom 
left after a few hours but promised to return. 

The joint statement of the Jewish organizations said that the 
rehabilitation of the German economy would contribute to world 
peace and security “but only on a democratic basis.” 

The statement bluntly rejected the reported screening by the 
U. S. Military Government of known Nazis and Nazi sympathizers 
from the German industry representatives to the exhibit, which 
has drawn sharp fire from the Yiddish press as a “ee of 
murderers.” (NJP) April 8). 

“This means merely that they cannot personally come 
here to see products manufactured by the industries they rep. 
resent,” the statement said in commenting on the screening, 
“It is not enough to screen Nazis out of the German Industries 
Fair. We must screen Nazis out of German industry.” 

The decision to protest the fair involved private discussions 
among the organizations as to the wisdom of opposing in any 
way the determined drive by the United States to rebuild Germany 
industrially as swiftly as possible.

Vigorous But Sparse Mexican Jewry Fighting To Survive 


NEW YORK (NJP)—A prosperous vigorous Jew- 
ish community which fears a slow extinction in the 
future because of a ban on immigration of Jews 
is the portrait of Mexican Jewry outlined recently 
by a Hapoel Hamizrachi leader, . 

The report by Dr. Simon Federbush, honorary U. 
S. president of the religious labor Zionists, makes it 
plain that unlike U. S. Jewry, Mexican Jewish com- 
munity life is democratically organized. 

“Mexican Jewry can be considered the best or- 
ganized Jewish community in this hemisphere be 
eause its central representative body embraces all 
shades of Jewry there, and has been democratically 
elected,” Dr. Federbush reports in the January Jew- 
ish HORIZON, official organ of Hapoel Hamizrachi, 

Religiously, Mexican Jews are organized in four 
congregations: Congregation Nidchei Israel in Mex- 
ico City, Ashkenazi Jews; the Congregation of the 

’ Sephardic Jews; Congregation Mount Sinai, Jews of 
Damascus origin; and the Congregation of Aleppo 
(Syrian) Jews. é 

“These congregations, as weli as the Jews outside 
them, are now organized in the Central Committee 
of Mexican Jews,” Dr. Federbush reports. “The 
Committee was selected on the basis of democratic 
elections in February, 1948.” 

In those elections the Zionists received eight 
mandates out of 15, thus’ winning a majority of the 
Committee. A group called the Independents won 
two seats, the Bund won two and the leftist People’s 
League won two. 

“The Central Committee is now the legitimate rep- 





resentative of the whole Jewry, and has embarked 
upon a program of centralizing in its hands the 
educational, relief, and anti-defamation activities, 
as well as the conduct of the United campaign for 
local and international agencies,” the report says. 

This portion of the report did not mention the 
public trials of Mexican Jews which rocked the 
Jewish community there last summer and which 
were reported to the world in September, two 
months before Dr. Federbush’s visit. (NJP Sept. 10, 
1948.) 

Recently, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency report- 
ed that there will be no unified fund campaign in 
the Mexican Jewish community because of differ- 
ences of opinion among Mexican Zionists, 

Local needs are handled by a local fund-raising or- 
ganization this year with the Mexican Zionists pre- 
paring independent drives for such Israel projects 
as the Jewish Natonal Fund. (NJP Feb, 18). 

This vigorous. communal excitement may in part 
be the effervescence of youth. Mexican Jewry, ac 
cording to Dr. Federbush, is one of the younger Jew- 
ish communities in Latin America “having come into 
being during the last three decades.” 

It is also a small community of about 20,000 Jews, 
with 17,000 in Mexico City and about 3,000 scattered 
throughout the rest of Mexico. 

One of the more remarkable achievements of this 
young Jewish community is its record in education 
for its children. According to Dr. Federbush “more 
than 80 per cent of the Jewish children are attend- 
ing Jewish schools,” which is almost the exact re- 





verse of American Jewish children of whom at least 
80 per cent get no Jewish education of any Sort. 

The comparatively tiny community—the city of 
Detroit has almost five times as many Jews as does 


all of Mexico—supports an amazing system of 
schools. 


These include the Yiddishist school with 900 pu- 
pills; the Yavne school, sponsored by the Congrega- 
tion Nidchei Israel, .a Mizrachi national religious 
school, with 500 elementary and high school pubils; 
the Hebrew Tarbut (Jews from Turkey) school with 
200 pupils; the Sephardic Tarbut school with 300 
pupils; the Hebrew school (talmud Torah) of Con- 
gregation Mount Sinai, with 500 pupils, and the Con- 
gregation Rodfei Zedec (Syrian Jews) a religious 
school, with 100 pupils, 


The attendance is not less surprising than the fact 
that all of these are parochial schools. They con- 
tain one department for general subjects and a 
second department for Jewish instruction. 

There is considerable shortage of teachers and 
since the Mexican government bans immigration 
except from the United States, Mexican Jewry are 
busy setting up their own seminaries. 

The Yiddishist school has its own Seminary whosé 
first eight teachers—all girls—were graduated dur- 
ing Federbush’s visit. This school of course, is not 
the answer to the schools where Hebrew is the 
language, and about 20 Mexican Jewish youth are 
now attending Yeshiva University and Torah Vo 
daath in New York City. 
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
